Washikgton, Feb. 18.— The oorre- 
gpondence sent to the senate by tha 
president to accompany the Hawaiian 
treaty contains tha text of Hecretary 
Foster's diaptawh of February It, an 
abstract of which want out by the laat 
mails to Honolulu, disavowing Mr. fcftav- 
ens' protectorate. This important dis- 
patch reviews Stevana' acta, and then 
concludes: 

"So far, tharefore, aa your action 
amounu to, acoordlog. at the request of 
the de facto sovereign (rove m merit of 
the Hawaiian inlands, the co-operation 
of the moral and material faroea of the 
United s tau's for the protection of life 
and property from apprehended disor- 
ders, your action ia commended But 
ao far as it may appear to ovenrtep that 
limit by aotting the authority and 
power of the United States above that 
of the government of the Hawaiian is- 
lands in the capacity of protector or to 
impair in any way the independent 
sovereignty of the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment by substituting the flag 
and power of the United Slate* aa 
the symbol and manifestation of 
paramount authority. It is disavowed. 
"You are authorised, upon the receipt 
of these instruction*, to arrange with 
the commanding naval officer for the 
continued presence on shore of such a 
marine force as may be practicable and 
requisite for th* security of the lives 
and property interests of the United 
Etstes, and the repression of lawless- 
ness and public diaturbanee threaten- 
ing them, whenever in your Judgment 
it ahall be necessary to do so, or when 
such co -operative measures msy be 
sought for good cause by the govern- 
ment of the Hawaiian lalande, Uing, 
however, alwara careful to make due 
discrimination between thoaa ianctiona 
of voluntary or "eccorda^ cWjUction 
and the assumption of a WBtpctorate 
over the Hawaiian lalanda by the 
United Bute*. Ko atep should be 
taken by you, or will he sanctioned by 
this government, which might Wad to 
-derogate any way from tha ind*p*n- 
dence of the government ett. ' the 
Hawaiian Islands, which the United 
States have recognized as sov«r«%D, 
and with which they treat on tanas of 
sovereign equality.
